Rumors Are Afoot as to Future.. Texas national guard cavalry brigades, requested by Gov. Hobby

Surprise was expressed in official circles tonight over Hobby's 


telegram asking Secretary of War Baker to order the first and 
second Texas cavalry brigades into federal service because of the 
"critical" Mexican situation. 


There are no hostile Mexicans, so far as reports have shown, 


within many miles of United States territory. 


Regulars stationed in Texas, it was said, are able to cope with 


any situation that might arise. There are seven cavalry regiments, 
two engineer regiments, three complete infantry regiments, a 
field signal battalion, an engineer train and a dozen pack trains 
in Texas. 
THOROUGH PROBE.OFTHE 
SITUATION IS PLANNED. 


Though officials planned thorough investigation of the situ- 


ation, it was intimated that the cavalry would not be needed un- 
less there are surprising new developments.

Strength of U. S. Defense ARM 


Favored By Committee. 


WASHINGTON—The 
American 


navy, after June 30, 1323, will have 
an enlisted strength of 175,000 men, 
if the decision of the house naval 
affairs committee today is accepted 
by congress. Personnel provisions of j legislation is enacted, 
the house naval appropriations bl'!'

250,000 men to October 1, 200,000

ALL SIGNS IN BUSINESS point to a continued era of prosper- 
ity in the United States, especially the agricultural-manufac- 
turing area of Ohio and specifically the Lima district.

Main 
street and Market street are very attractive for retail trade, 
east of Main in persistent demand for semi-wholesale and Job- 
bing. 
Anything east of Metcalf street is a good buy for the 


long pull. Lima is not booming; she is just steadily outgrow- 
ing every suit of clothes the taxpayers can buy her.

Purely American Wire Between 


U. S. and Rio De Janerio 


is Sought 


RIO DE JANEIRO—Resolutions 


declaring that "in order that Ameri- 
can commerce shall ba placed on t 
par with its competitor*, a direct 
and purely Americas submarine telv 
graph line between 
Brazil and the 


United States is. absolutely essential," 
were adopted Saturday by the Amer- 
ican Chamber 
of Commerce 
for 


Brazil. 


The resolutions* followed the an- 


nouncement in New York by New- 
comb Carlton, president of-the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, that 
the Western Union bad entered into 
an agreement with the Western Tele- 
graph Company, a British concern, 
whereby the two companies will build 
and operate jointly a cable from 
Florida to BraslI, 


The interpretation placed on the 


announcement by Americana here is 
that the Western Union will abandon 
its own concession to enter Brazil in 
'favor of the agreement with the Brit- 
ish lines. The chamber of commerce 
resolution sets forth that while the 
organization received 
with pleasure 


the news of added telegraph facili- 
ties, it believes that a purely Ameri- 
can cable "is needed at the earliest 
possible date, on account of the pres- 
ent unsatisfactory telegraphic service 
between the two companies. 


Americans declare the original 


Western Union plan 
of making its 


own connections between Brazil and 
the United States would have ren- 
dered tremendous service t6 Ameri- 
can business not only because they 
believe competition would have low- 
ered rates, but because they believe 
the present volume of American busi- 
ness in Brazil warrants establishing 
an all American cable.

business interests expressed a desire 
to know what rates are contemplated 
under the Western Telegraph-West- 
ern Union Agreement. 


Officials of the Central and South 


American Telegraph Company Satur- 
day expressed confidence that the lay- 
ing of their cables 
between Buenos 


Aires and Rio De Janeiro would be 
completed this year, thus completing 
an American circuit between Rio De 
Janeiro and New York.

They run from Pekin to awning 
in width. Black and white is far and away 
the favorite. This color combination makes 
up a charming background for a veri-col- 
ored girdle, running in several vivid 
shades. Emerald and white or cerise and 
black make effective girdles on these black 
and white dresses. 


Rose and white follows in some beauti- 


fully attractive afternoon gowns made up 
in combination with white and carrying 
broad girdle and generous sashes of old 
rose, moire grosgrain ribbon—five adjec- 
tives for one ribbon! But there's no other, 
way to describe it. 


You will be surprised to hear that I am 


combining fur with organdie. What could 
be more femininely contradictory ? There 
is always a demand for summer furs, and 
in comfortable summer resorts furs are 
very lovely on thin gowns. Narrow bands 
at neck and sleeves are the only progress 
this pelt trimming has made so far, though 
we may expect to see it more profusely 
displayed during the heat of the "dog day 
period," when so many women inconsist- 
ently haul out their furs. "That's one of 
the few ways in which we can make men 
suffer," says one witty woman. 


However, I am wandering from my

twenty-five freight cars filled with food, 
clothing and medicine for the thou- 
sands upon thousands of destitute 
refugees in the Interior of Siberia and 
Russia proper. 


The demoralized condition of th« 


railroad and its personnel and the 
ruinous state of the tracks made prog- 
ress extremely slow. We *ere under 
way nearly a month before we reached 
Omsk, the headquarters of Admiral 
Kolchak, the new dictator of "all the 
Rnssiag." 


Omsk has thus become the rival of 


the oldw capitals of Russia, Petrogrnd 
ajid Moscow, and is now the hub of the 
politics of the vast country and the 
temporary home of many thousand of 
fugitives, most of whom arc suffering 
from hunger and exposure and muny 
of whom are ill. 
It is the center of 


• district, in which, when I was there, 


Ekaterinburg, 1000 miles further w«gt, 
in the shadow of the mighty Ural 
mountains, where the Bolshevists- are 
reported to be making their last desper- 
ate stand. Ekaterinburg is the head- 
quarters of General Gaida, who is said 
to be the youngest and one of the ablest 
of the generals engaged in the war. He 
is the most formidable obstacle against 
which Bolshevism has been breaking its 
forces. 


It took us just nine weeks of riding 


to get to Ekaterinburg. Our accommo- 
dations on the train were of the most 
primitive nature. 
We traveled in box 


cars, originally designed apyarently for 
cattle. 
They wore lighted with can- 


dles, and what heat we got came from 
a wood-burning stove in one eud of the 
car. 


At Nikolsk, Manchuria, we came 


upon a train of 1500 Bol«hevik prig- 


oners. They were all from the Sumura 
front and were in a most deplorable 
state. Originally there had been 2500 
of them, but during the four months 
that they had been shifted from station 
to station, without adequate food, 
scantily 
clothed and 
packed 
forty 


to a box car, without heat and in inde- 
scribable filth, more than 1000 of them 
had died. Typhus, engendered by filth, 
had earned off many of them. 


The only means of subsistence of 


these unfortunate prisoners was what 
was given to them by sympathetic Rus- 
sians at each station. They had been 
shifted about for more than'8000 mil««, 
escb, town protesting that there was 
neither room nor subsistence sufficient to 
gc around and tnat there was danger 
of an epidemic from prisoners among 
whom typhus had claimed so many 
victims.

It was not until they finally reached 


Vladivostok that they were taken in 
charge by the American Red Cross, 
bathed, fed and as comfortably clothed 
a« the scanty supply made possible. 


But evon at Vladivostok the authori- 


ties were afraid to allow them to re- 
main and BO they were shunted off again 
to another ever-receding destination. 
When I next heard of them they were 
started in the direction they had come 
from; and the last word about them 
was that nobody knew what had become 
of them. Th«r train had entirely dis- 
appeared. «rains in that district have 
a way of being blown up now and 
then, although soldiers of the allied na- 
tions are garrisoned in boxcars at many 
points along the line. 


One of the interesting things we saw 


before we reached Harbin, Manchuria, 
.was a herd of Siberian camels, with 
double humps. 


We arrived at Harbin the night the 


armistice was signed. 
Our train re- 


mained there two days distributing 
some clothes. At the cabarets the news 
of Germany's surrender was celebrated 
gleefully 
and 
vodka, 
the 
Russian 


whisky, was used plentifully to pledge 
long life to "democracy, America, the 
Czecho-Slovak 
Government and 
the 


loved ones at home." 


In Harbin vodka is abundant and 


reasonably rheap, while across the bor- 
der, in Siberia, where it is taboo by 
law, there is littlu of it, and what can 
be got of it at all costs the equivalent 
of $5 a pint. 


There were three other Americans in 


our party. When we entered one of the 
cabarets we were greeted by some 


Czecho-Slovaks who were seated about 
a table in tho router of tho loom. 
Al- 


though f>trungeis, they invited us to a 
drink and would not take "no" for an 
answer. 
We hurl beeu taking "soft" 


drinks, but they inMstec (hat the occa- 
sion demanded at least one toast with 
wine, and we fimillv jioldod to their 
good -nat ured and insistent entreaties. 


Officers and fcoldieis of ali nationali- 


ties, accompanied by women of all na- 
tionalities, raised their glasses together 
with us as svo drank the toa«t proposed 
by our Czecho-Slovak host* 
America 


and Americans are popular in that re- 
gion. 


We passed 
through 
Krasnognnsk, 


Chita and Irkutsk, spending a who!* 
day traveling along Lake Baikal, and 
finally leached Omsk. Admiral Kol- 
chak had proclaimed himself dictator 
of all the Itii'sius at that city only a 
few days before our 
train arrived 


there. 


The new Russian army under Kol- 


chak it, better equipped than any for- 
mer regiment5; have been, but the sol- 
diers are mostly boys, many of them 
scarcely more than twehe jeais old.

'little Bolshevik propaganda is noedtii 
to win oxer the radical .Socialists and 
others there, to whom the equal distri- 
bution of lan'l appeals michty strongly 
Apparently fi>\\ are capable of thinking 
for themselves or seeing beneath the 
surface and are easily carried off their 
feet when the question of free land is 
broached. 


Thousands Clamor for Food 


At Cbilearbinsk typhus is raging. 


Sixty-five per cent of those who are 
stricken die. 
At the railroad station 


there hundreds of persons sloop on the 
fioor and stairways as closely packed as 
sardines in a box. Trninloads of frozen 
bodies arrive fiequently, and many per- 
sons aie takon to the hospital suffering 
from frozen feet, which means ampu- 
tation. 


Thousands upon thousands have been 


furnished with food and clothing by the 
Red Cross, which al.so supplies the hos- 
pitals with medicine. 
But it is like 


pouring water into the sands of the 
desert—the proposition is so large and 
the suffering so great. 
And the Rus- 


sians generally do not seem to be ap- 
preciative. 


The Czerho-Slovaks struck their first 


independent blow for liberty at Ohilear- 
binsk. 
Eighty thousand of them de- 


serted from Uie Austrian army eatly in 
1915 and fled into Russia to fight sidt 


by side with the Allies against the 
Germans 
In Ma^, 1918, shortly after 


the Fu-nch Government had arranged 
for these Czechs to come to the western 
fighting front, they were en route by 
rail for France when the Kerensky gov- 
ernment in Russia fell. The Bolshoviki 
who came into power promised them 
safe-conduct through Siberia if they 
would lay down their arms. This they 
did. 


At Chilearbinsk a troop train of 


Czechs pulled into the station at the 
same time as a train of Austrian pris- 
oners. The two trains occupied adjoin- 
ing tracks. 


Pilfrlmage of tfce Czech* 


The occupants of these trains jeered 


at one another and one exasperated 
Austrian finally threw the leg of a stove 
at a Czech, killing him. A fight ensued 
ftnd some were killed on both sides. 


The town government, which had be- 


come Bolshevik, investigated and threw 
some of the fVcb BoHi»i'3 into prison. 


A delegation v;ai- 'ent t« the prison 


to reraonrtrnto, rii'i tliey, too, were con- 
finer:.

The Bol- 
sbwki acton3.:)glv attacked these men 
wl.o. urarmefl as they were, at first sus- 
tained considerable losses, but eventually 
by taking towns and thus acquiring arms 
and ammunition, fought their way west 
to the Ural*, not stopping until they 
met the Red army at Sumura, west of 
that mountain range. And now they are 
firmly intrenched in all the immense 
area east from their headquarters at 
Eknterinbnrg as far aa to Vladivistok 
on the seaboard, a distance of more than 
6000 miles. 


And now that the Red menace has 


been cleared out of that territory, it has 
been announced that the American en- 
gineers, known as the Russian railway 
service, at the head of which is John F. 
Stevens, will resume the work of re- 
constructing the badly battered trans- 
Siberian railroad. From Vladivostok to 
Omsk, some 3500 miles, It is but a 
single-track road. From Omsk to Pet- 
rograd it is double track. 


Until the Czecho-Slovaks under Gen- 


eral Gaida took Ekaterinburg, the for- 
mer czar and his family were kept con- 
fined by the Bolsheviki at' the palace. 
They arc said to have been subjected to 
many indignities. When the town was 
no longer tenable, the Bolsbcviki, un- 
able or unwilling to take along their im- 


prisoners, conducted them to the 


cellar of the palace and shot them. It 
is said tbnt the shots were fired while , 
the victims were kneeling to implore 
mercy. 


The bullets, it is said, were then, dug 


out of tlic vuill, leaving hideous big „ 
holes in the plastering.

alleged, was done to destroy evidence- 
of the crime. The bodies are said to"" 
have been burned.

During their captivity the formee_._ 


czar and his family were subjected to" 
violent and inhuman treatment.

In the photograph 
showing the room occupied by the 
daughters, the debris in the middle of 
the floor was taken from the stove 
shown in the picture by the investigat- ., 
ing committee during their search for. , 
papers. 


Supposed Death Room Sealed

them.
